ing. There were nbout 850 guests

After the usual local toasts, the 
Ai my and Navy were toasted. Admiral 
Sir 
William 
Kennedy 
and 
General 
WoUolcy responding for their respec 
tive forces, 
which 
wcro described 
as 
being 
In 
u perfect stato of prepared- 
ness 
to 
meet 
any 
power 
disputing 
Great Britain's Just claims. 
The brevity of tho speeches 
showed 
that ccry ono realized 
tho general 
anxiety to hoar tho Marquis of Salis- 
bury, who, ou rising to respond 
to tho 
toast of "Her 
Majesty's 
Ministers," 
was 
greeted 
with 
prolonged 
checm. 
The Premier began 
by saying 
that a 
sucdsslon 
of events 
abroad 
lias 
oc- 
casioned grave anxiety to the Ministry 
for n year past. 
Ho alluded 
to tho 
murder of the Empress of Austria, 
for 
lira doublo purpose 
of expressing 
tiro 
universal 
regret 
experienced 
on 
ac- 
count of tho crlmo nnd fur announc- 
ing that 
Great 
Britain had 
accepted 
nu invitation to tnko part in a con- 
ference 
which 
would 
bo called to 
de- 
termine upon the measures 
which It is 
possible to tako 
In order to blot out 
anarchy. 
The Marquis added that at 
tho name tlmo Jio was bound 
to say 
that ho had no great hopo that legis- 
lation 
would 
nbato 
"this 
horrible, 
monstrous 
nfllictlon 
of humanity." 
After referring In n laudatory man- 
ner to tho British campalgus 
In India 
and in the Soudan, 
the Premier turn- 
ed to tho Cretan question nnd the con- 
cert of Europe. 
Ho said he was afraid 
thnt 
the 
proceedings 
of tho concert 
wrrc not a I wayb anmircHir At tnonnmo 
time, 
he pointed 
out, "patient 
appli- 
cation, 
combined 
with 
tho 
moral 
strength of Europe, has at last succeed- 
ed Iu fulfilling the promise to the Cre- 
tans of giving them 
autonomy 
under 
tho suzerainty of tho Sultan." 
Continuing, 
tho Premier remarked: 
"The solution 
of this most 
difficult 
problem 
has 
witnessed 
displays 
of 
splendid nnd unexpected 
qualities and 
diplomacy 
upon tho part of the 
Ad- 
mirals, 
who Jiavo successfully 
accom- 
plished 
what 
tho Cabinets 
of Europe 
had been unablo to do. 
I havo some- 
times thought that if tho Cabinets wore 
all dismissed 
and Admirals 
wero 
in- 
stalled 
In their places 
Europe 
would 
got along better." 
Turning to tho crisis with 
France, 
tho Premier remarked: 
"We have had 
quite recently 
to consider whether the 
question 
of a Europenu 
war was not 
very near. 
But, with great interest and 
consideration, 
tho result has turned out 
happily, 
through the great judgment 
and common eenso displayed by France 
under circumstances 
of unimial 
dllll-cult- 
which, 
I think, 
havo 
relieved 
Europe of a very dangerous 
nnd threat- 
ening stoim. 
"While matters wore in suspenso tho 
Government 
was necessarily 
forced to 
tako precautions, 
that 
It should 
not 
bo taken unawares. 
Theso precautions 
were most 
prompt 
and effective, 
but 
the Immediate 
necessity for them has 
passed 
off. 
There 
has been some sur- 
prise on both sides of tho channel 
nt 
tho fact that theso preparations havo 
not suddenly 
ceased. 
But It is Impos- 
sible to stop them at a moment's 
no- 
tice." 
After 
referring 
to tho 
various 
ru 
mors of Intended action arising out of 
these preparations, Including 
the sclz 
uro of Syria and Crete nnd the declara. 
tlon 
of a protectorate over 
Egypt 
tho latter. allusion 
being greeted 
with 
immenso 
cheering 
Lord 
Salisbury 
continued: 
"I am sorry to say that I 
cannot rlso to the height of tho 
ns- - 
plratlons Indicated 
by tho cheering 
of 
tho audience, 
I do not venture to pro 
phecy, If wo are forced by others Into 
a position 
we do not now occupy, what 
may occur; 
but 
we are well (utleflcd 
with the existing stato of things, 
and 
we do not think any cause has arisen 
to necessitate 
effort 
on our part 
nt 
prcient to modify 
It. 
The position 
cauiscs occasional 
fric- 
tion, 
but, 
taking 
the situation 
ns 
a 
whole, and considering 
tho feeling 
of 
other people ns well as our own, 
io 
can reasonably rest 
for 
tho 
present 
with 
tho existing Htnte 
of affairs. 
I 
must not be understood 
ns 
meaning 
that Great Britain's position

Is the same now ns It was beforo tho 
fall of Omdurman,

Tho men aro all perfect specimens of 
manhood, 
tho youuBcst 
being '2 and 
the oldest 28, nnd stranRe 
to say they 
had been In New York for a weok or 
more 
before 
coming 
on 
to this elty, 
and not one of tho great corps of as- 
tute reporters of Gotham ever dreamed 
of their existence. 
They nrv the only 
Hawallans this side of tho Kocklcs, so 
far as known 
at least the only 
abor- 
igines of the Sandwich Islands now In 
Philadelphia 
and Dr. Wilson letwrds 
tho wholo as a great piece of luck, and 
has already arranged for tho part they 
are to play on the lloat 
which 
will 
represent tho Island 
of Hawaii 
in the 
great Civic Day natnde. 
Tho names 
of tho men arc respe- 
ctively 
which 
means "llurnlng 
Kirc." 


a, 
meaning 
"Always 
Laughing " 
or "Hard as Iron " 
"Slack 
Wire." 
Two of tho group, 
Mr. llurnlng Klrc 
nnd 
Hard-as-Iro- 
can speak 
English, 
or as they call It, "American," 
toler 
ably well enough 
to make themselves 
understood, 
both having attended for 
:i time tho American school In tho city 
of Honolulu. 
The 
other 
two 
can 
apeak 
but llttlo outside tlioir native 
tongue. 
Mr. llurnlng-Kir- 
o 
knows Pres- 
ident Dole, of tho Sandwich 
Islands, 
qulto well, and onco was employed as 
a gardener at the Hawaiian 
Palace. 
He also remembers 
as u boy running 
messages 
for King Kalakaua. 
the pre- 
decessor 
of Queen 
"1.11." 
All 
four 
understand the full significance 
of tho 
annexation of Hawaii, 
and declare 
In 
their native way that they are "good 
Americans," 
and don't want 
to 
be 
called anything else. 
"HOW THBY Wi:iU3 
CAUCJHT." 
It Is their strange, 
guttural 
lan- 
guage, 
however, 
their queer 
customs, 
their peculiar 
methods 
of rating 
and 
the talcs they tell of the land 
In the 
far Pacific, which has but lately como 
under tho folds of tho American 
Hag, 
that makes this strange group doubly 
interesting at this especial time, 
and 
which 
won Professor Wilson 
over at 
once and caused 
him .to congratulato 
In person tlio North American for hav- 
ing brought this prlzo to Ills notice. 
""I had secured 
my Cuban and Porto 
Rlcan natives easily," said the Doctor, 
"but the matter of real Hawaiian 
and 
Filipinos was 
another 
thing. 
The 
North American haa come to my Iretp 
wonderfully 
with these Hawallans, 
and 
I tender this 
enterprising newspaper 
my slncerest thanks.. Tho men are the 
best specimens 
I have ever seen." 
Tho men were discovered 
about 
3 
o'clock 
on Friday 
morning, 
Just 
ten 
minutes 
after tbey 
had 
reached 
the 
Heading 
Terminal, on 
the way from 
.New York. 
TJiey went straight down 
Market 
street and stopped 
in a res- 
taurant a little above Ninth, and there 
tho strange shade of hair and 
face 
caught tho attention of The North Am- 
erican representative, who was seated 
at a tablo eating at tho time. 
"IT SOUNDED MICE CHINESE." 
Tho reporter at onco 
"sized 
them 
up," as the saying 
Is, for Cubans or 
other West India men, but tho strange 
language 
will oh they began to speak 
and which sounded more like tho mon- 
osyllabic 
Chinese than anything elie, 
caused 
him 
to pause 
and 
wonder 
In 
his calculations. 
Just then Robert, the 
night man at the cafe, came to tho res- 
cue. 
"Do you know what those 
fellows 
arc?" ho aBked by way of beginning. 
"No," replied tho reporter, "but If I

Sandwich 
Islanders.

Hawallans."

floats which the Commercial 
Museums 
were to have In line representing Cuba,

also that Professor Wilson 
wanted

Ho had a conversation 
that 
wry day with tho Professor, 
in which 
tho latter expressed 
a fear

So far as Professor 
Wilson knew, thy were tho only Ha 
wallans 
In these parts.

tho hair, which 
Is straight, black nnd 
tdilntng; 
the cheek bones,

semble Chinese somewhat,

went through tho subject categorically. 
The boat on which they spent three 
months and a half sailing around the 
Horn,
